WELDING chocolate was just one of the 
ingenious uses of science shown to primary 
and academy pupils. 

Students from Castle Manor Academy, 
Haverhill, and Place Farm, Burton End, 
Clements and St Felix primary schools took 
part in a science, technology, engineering 
and maths week, in which they were visited 


by scientists from all walks of life. They 
included a chemist from Genzyme talking 
about his work with drugs, a computer 
scientist from OneSpace Media talking about 
websites he has developed, a molecular 
biologist from Bioline who told how he 
examines cells and an engineer from The 
Welding Institute, who showed how she 


could weld chocolate to make it stronger. 

The tour also launched a competition for 
primary pupils to design a poster for a new 
kind of recycling machine. 

Deputy Haverhill mayor Cllr Roger Andre 
helped to choose the winner, who was 
Reece from Clements Primary, with a device 
to clean dirty water in the third world. 


Wind turbine ‘could 
affect planes’ radar’ 


A TURBINE proposed for farmland out¬ 
side Haverhill could interfere with 
radar readings keeping aeroplanes on 
course, according to an air traffic con¬ 
trol body. 

The plans for a 78m wind turbine and 
associated sub station on farmland at 
Nosterfield End were met with objec¬ 
tions from the National Air Traffic 
Services (Nats), which provides air traf¬ 
fic control in the UK, on the grounds that 
a turbine of this height could provide a 
false signal for planes. 

At a meeting of the town council’s 
planning committee on Tuesday, coun¬ 
cillors decided to oppose the plans for 
the turbine submitted by farmer James 
Sills. 

Mr Sills had already given a presenta¬ 
tion to Haverhill Town Council at an 
earlier meeting about his plan to estab¬ 
lish the wind turbine and substation 
which he told councillors would gener¬ 
ate enough power for the farm as well as 
some additional capacity to be fed into

the National Grid. 

However Will Austin, Haverhill town 
clerk, said: “There is a concern it could 
give false readings about air traffic in 
the area. 

“That information was sufficient for 
the town council to object to the appli¬ 
cation.” 

Amongst the town council’s concerns 
were how visible the turbine would be 
from the town and what noise it was 
expected to generate. 

Mr Austin said: “It is clear there will be 
a visual impact of the wind turbine 
which will have a damaging impact on 
the local area.” 

The proposed site is close to a number 
of listed buildings which Mr Austin 
described as a “valuable part of our her¬ 
itage” and he said concerns were raised 
about noise from the turbine disturbing 
local residents. 


Fourteen members of the public 
attended the meeting to air their con¬ 
cerns about the plans but the town 
council was worried not enough people 
had been informed of the application. 

Mr Austin added: “We were concerned 
that some members of the public living 
locally had not been informed of the 
application until last week and we felt 
that wasn’t enough time for them to con¬ 
sider it.” 

A noise impact survey submitted with 
the application to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council said there would be 
“no significant noise impact” from the 
proposal. 

There were no objections from Sturmer 
Parish Council, which looks after the 
area, or other key bodies including the 
Suffolk Wildlife Trust. 

The final decision will be taken by St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council at a 
later date.

MR says immigration moves will 
stop ‘something for nothing’ 

MATTHEW Hancock, MP for West Suffolk, has 
welcomed new steps set out by the Prime 
Minister to ensure the immigration system 
favours people who work hard and want to get on 
in life. 

Tough reforms of all the routes of immigration 
to the UK have already been implemented by the 
Conservatives - and they say they have seen net 
immigration fall by almost a third since the last 
General Election. 

Mr Hancok said: ‘Many people in West Suffolk 
are concerned about the issue of immigration. I 
welcome the new steps which the Prime Minister 
has set out to ensure that everyone who comes 
here pays their way and gives something back. 

By changing the rules on benefits and NHS 
treatment we will stop our system from being a 
‘soft touch’. 

“Making entitlement to public services 
something migrants earn and not an automatic 
right will stop the ‘something for nothing’ culture. 
These are common-sense reforms and they will 
make a difference for people in Suffolk.’ 

Inquest opens into death of 
Londoner near prison 

AN inquest has been opened and adjourned after 
a London man was found dead close to a Suffolk 
prison. 

The inquest into the death of David Becon, 50, 
from Woodside Gardens, Tottenham, was opened 
and adjourned by the West Suffolk Coroner on 
Thursday, March 28. Mr Becon was pronounced 
dead at 9.51am on Saturday, March 16 at 
Sycamore Path, Stradishall, which is close to 
Highpoint Prison. 

Wildlife talk for April 

AN insight into bird watching from a motorcycle 
is on offer on Wednesday, April 10. 

The meeting of the Haverhill Branch of the 
Suffolk Wildlife Trust will be held at the East 
Town Park Centre in Coupals Road at 7.45pm, 
when local birdwatcher Rob Duncan will give the 
second instalment of his talk on Birding Through 
Europe on a Motorcycle. Admission is £2. 


Burton Centre plans 
are opposed again 


PLANS to build a hospice in a former 
community centre have been opposed 
again by the town council. 

Representatives from St Nicholas 
Hospice Care gave a presentation on 
their bid to turn the Burton Centre, in 
Camps Road, Haverhill, into an outreach 
centre and cafe which was accepted by 
Suffolk County Council. 

However members of the Haverhill 
Town Council planning committee 
decided to object to plans at a meeting 
on Tuesday night, after previously 
objecting to the plans in February. 

The hospice charity had sought per¬ 
mission for a shop within the centre; 
however, this aspect has now been

removed from the application, the town 
council heard. 

Despite these assurances, the retail 
element remains within the documents 
available to the public. 

Will Austin, Haverhill town clerk, said: 
“When the town council looked at this 
application in February we objected 
very strongly to the inclusion of the 
retail element on a number of grounds, 
particularly about the impact on park¬ 
ing in the area. 

“At this stage the committee weren’t 
happy to approve the application as it 
stands. 

“It stands by its previous comments of 
objecting to the retail unit but also 
objecting to a loss of amenities.” 

One of the council’s key concerns was 
the loss of community facilities for the 
town. 

The building is currently used as a 
community centre and while the St 
Nicholas Hospice plans include commu¬ 
nity space, the town council said this 
would not mitigate the loss of these 
facilities. 

The future of the Burton Centre has 
proved controversial as the town council 
also submitted a bid to establish a youth 


hub at the centre but it emerged Suffolk 
County Council had already accepted a 
bid from St Nicholas Hospice Care. 

The town council has started legal pro¬ 
ceedings against Suffolk County Council 
over the way the decision was taken. 

However, the town clerk insisted this 
was a separate issue to the application 
for the Burton Centre. 

Mr Austin said: “The planning com¬ 
mittee looked solely at planning issues 
and none of the political matters when it 
considered the application. 

“Our objection to the application does 
not suggest that we do not want the hos¬ 
pice here. 

“Our objections simply suggests this 
building might not be the best site for 
what they have planned.” 

He added: “We are very much looking 
forward to them having a base here.” 

St Nicholas Hospice Care declined to 
comment on the town council’s decision 
when contacted by the Weekly News. 

However, a spokesman for the hospice 
confirmed the retail element had been 
removed from the plans for the Burton 
Centre, to free up more space at the cen¬ 
tre and enable the hospice to work with 
other partners within the town. 

The application will be discussed at a 
meeting of St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council today (Thursday).

Ambulance 
chief quits 
top job after 
poor report 


THE chairman of the region’s 
troubled ambulance service has 
resigned after the trust failed to 
meet its care and welfare target. 

Maria Ball quit the job of heading 
the East of England Ambulance 
Service Trust after it came under 
fire when health watchdog the Care 
Quality Commission issued a 
damning report which found the 
service was failing to deliver on 
“care and welfare of people who use 
the service”. 

Paul Remington, who is vice 
chairman, will lead the organisa¬ 
tion with Andrew Morgan, interim 
chief executive, until a new chair¬ 
man is appointed. 

Mr Remington said: “Maria has 
spent many years leading the 
ambulance service. 

“She oversaw the formation of this 
trust, bringing together three dis¬ 
parate organisations into one ser¬ 
vice, and its subsequent develop¬ 
ment. 

“We now must concentrate on 
looking forward and focusing solely 
on how we improve our service to 
patients and better support our 
staff. 

“To that end we are developing a 
transformational plan. 

“This will involve recruiting many 
more frontline staff, better manag¬ 
ing sickness absence, clearer career 
pathways and a renewed focus on 
patient handover delays.” 

The trust has been ordered to 
improve after response times dete¬ 
riorated. 

Care minister Norman Lamb, Lib 


Dem MP for North Norfolk, said: 
“People’s lives are at risk here and 
this trust has to be properly led.” 

The CQC inspection report found 
the trust met standards in four out 
of five categories, but not the one 
for the care and welfare of people 
who use its services. 

Emergency response times dete¬ 
riorated during 2012 and, while the 
trust achieved its targets in places 
such as Luton and Peterborough, it 
regularly failed to meet them else¬ 
where. 

The report also noted that 
patients could not be assured they 
would receive care in a “timely and 
effective manner”. 

Inspectors said managers were 
unable to sufficiently explain why 
response targets had not been met. 

Staff said the volume of emer¬ 
gency calls had increased, but 
there were not enough staff to deal 
with them. 

They also cited delays in handing 
over patients at hospitals and in 
sending back-up ambulances to 
incidents. 

Andrew Morgan, interim chief 
executive at the trust, said he 
accepted the trust did not have 
enough frontline resources and 
was hit by delays at hospitals, poor 
staff morale and high sickness 
rates. 

He said: “We will improve ser¬ 
vices across the east of England, 
but particularly in our rural patch¬ 
es. 

“The vast majority of patients get 
a very good service from the trust.”

Ball, added: “They told us the 
day of the fire and kept us 
informed.

The 26-year-old secondary 
school teacher added that they 
were delighted with how the 
venue looked complete with 
their New York theme - chosen

The Royston couple had a cere¬ 
mony in the grounds of Chilford 
Hall in the midst of flurries of 
snow before their reception in 
the nearby Garden Rooms.

Man, 23, is accused 
of raping young girls 


A MAN has appeared at Cambridge 
Crown Court charged with raping 
two young girls under the age of 13. 

David Carter, 23, from Chalklands, 
Linton, is facing four charges of raping 
a child under 13, two charges of 
attempted rape of a child under 13 and 
one charge of sexual assault against a 
child under 13. He denies the charges. 

The attacks are alleged to have taken 
place between lanuary 2005 and 
lanuary 2006 and Miss Claire 
Matthews, prosecuting, said the first 
girl - who was aged between 6 and 7 at 
the time - had been too scared to 
report the attacks to the authorities.

She said: “The defendant threatened 
her with physical pain. She took the 
threat very seriously and didn’t tell 
anyone for years. “ 

The court was shown a video of the 
girl’s evidence to the police shot in 
lanuary 2012, where she started by 
stating: “When I was much younger, I 
was raped,” before describing the 
alleged attacks to the police. 

On the first occasion, the complain¬ 
ant said she was raped in a first floor 
toilet after she had asked the defend¬ 


ant for help. 

Miss Matthews said: “She recalls a 
moment when she dropped a toilet roll 
in the toilet. 

“When she asked for help, the 
defendant pushed her back into the 
toilet and told her to do as she was told 
or he would push her out of the win¬ 
dow.” 

The court heard that Carter asked a 
second girl, aged between 9 and 10 
years old in 2005, to come to his room 
to play on the PlayStation before mak¬ 
ing her “do things that she didn’t want 
to do”. 

The case continues.

Student Zoey cheats death in 
Kenya as building collapses 


A COLLEGE student narrowly avoided being 
crushed by a building which trapped dozens of peo¬ 
ple while on a charity trip to Kenya. 

Zoey Barton, who was working as official photogra¬ 
pher for Haverhill-based charity Focus on Africa, 
cheated death after she was pulled away from a col¬ 
lapsing building in Kisumu, Kenya. 

The 17-year-old photography student at West 
Suffolk College decided to accompany the charity to 
Africa after a family friend told her about their work. 

But halfway through her trip, a four-storey building 
collapsed, trapping dozens of people within its walls. 

Zoey documented the recovery effort over the next 
few days, as the people worked desperately to pull 
survivors out of the rubble, using only their bare 
hands to shift the stones. 

She said: “I recorded this experience from behind 
my lens and included this body of work in my college 
portfolio. 

“This was a life-changing experience for everyone 
who witnessed the tragedy. The photographs I took 
show how a community will always come together in

a desperate situation.” 

The experience she had inspired Zoey, who lives in 
Burwell, to charge her perception of the country. 

She said: “Having seen film clips on TV about pov¬ 
erty and the third world, I thought that I wouldn’t be 
able to cope with the truth of it all. 

“Yes, it was devastating to see, but the happiness of 
the people I met on the journey shocked me more 
than anything.” 

Zoey added: “The children have no iPads or 
mobiles, but they are always hopeful for a better 
future. 

“Poverty isn’t all tears and sadness. Yes it’s hard, 
day by day fighting for survival in their world, but no 
matter how difficult it gets for a Kenyan child, the 
smile remains.” 

Zoey is now working with Focus on Africa to make 
it more accessible for a younger generation and plans 
to return to Kenya next year.

In Suffolk 107 motorists 
were issued with £60 fines 
during a week-long 
enforcement campaign from 
March 11 to March 17.

“As previous fatal road 
traffic collisions have shown, 
failing to wear a seatbelt can 
have tragic consequences.” 

He said: “Seatbelts can be 
a major factor in reducing 
the likelihood of being killed 
or seriously injured and 
should not be 
underestimated. 

“It is an effortless task that 
should be part of a routine 
before starting up a vehicle 
and quite simply can mean 
the difference between life 
and death.”

Cash will help us 
all to get moving 


A CASH boost of £424,000 from 
Sport England will be used to 
help people in Suffolk to become 
more active. 

The funding will go towards 
the Suffolk “Get Healthy Get into 
Sport” project, aimed to help 
people who have begun to make 
important lifestyle changes but 
require further intervention and 
encouragement to make the 
change permanent. 

Suffolk County Council, in

For example, people on courses 
to help them lose weight or stop 
smoking will be helped to 
become more active through 
involvement in community 
sport activities. 

The project will also engage 
with the wider non-active popu-

lation through a range of health¬ 
care settings, such as GP surger¬ 
ies and mental health services. 

The project will not only see 
more than 3,500 more people 
engaged in community sport but 
will encourage long-term par¬ 
ticipation in sport. It is also 
hoped that it will strengthen the 
links between sport and health¬ 
care providers while offering an 
insight into the effectiveness of 
targeting support at those who 
are high-risk but active. 

Adam Baker, Suffolk County 
Council’s Most Active County 
project manager, said: “In 
Suffolk, we’ve set ourselves an 
ambitious long-term target of 
becoming the most active coun¬ 
ty in England and this National 
Lottery funding from Sport 
England will make a real differ¬ 
ence. 

“As our legacy from London 
2012, we are determined to 
reduce levels of inactivity across 


Suffolk. Through this project, 
we’ll be able to help people move 
from healthcare directly into 
playing sport and more active 
lifestyles. 

“We’re thrilled with this news 
and are looking forward to 
launching the project in the 
summer.” 

Matthew Hancock, MP for West 
Suffolk, welcomed Sport 
England’s announcement that it 
is to invest £5.8 million in 14 dif¬ 
ferent projects across the coun¬ 
try designed to tackle inactivity, 
including £424,080 in Suffolk. 
New figures show inactivity 
costs the NHS in England almost 
£1 billion every year. 

Mr Hancock said: “We all know 
that most of us could do with 
exercising more - I know I cer¬ 
tainly could. Getting involved in 
a sport is one of the most fun 
ways to do that and this money 
will help people who need a bit of 
extra support.

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Survivor Gavin’s two missions - 
run a marathon and cure cancer

When Gavin Garland was dangerously ill with a malignant tumour, he vowed two 
things: to run the London Marathon, and to find a cure for cancer. Next month he’ll 
achieve his first ambition and, as a scientist studying the disease that nearly killed 
him, is determined to achieve the second, too, as he told Emma Higginbotham 


N EXT month, a super-fit young 
Cambridge scientist will join 
thousands of runners on the 
starting line of the London 
Marathon. 

Nothing unusual about that - or so 
you might think. 

Eight years ago, Gavin Garland - 
then 15 - was seriously ill: a 
malignant tumour had spread from 
his nose to the lymph nodes in his 
neck. He could barely breathe, his 
weight plummeted to just four-and- 
a-half stone, and at one point 
doctors even told him there was 
nothing more they could do. 

But Gavin was determined not to 
give up. “I remember saying to my 
physio I’d run the London Marathon 
one day,” he says. “I think it was just 
a joke -1 guess at that stage I was 
just making daft promises. I told my 
doctor I would cure cancer as well, 
which was quite a big thing to say!” 

Yet today, Gavin is a third year PhD 
student at Homerton College. His 
scientific research focuses on a type 
of childhood lymphoma - and 
there’s every chance he might fulfil 
his second ambition too: “I certainly 
hope so,” he smiles. “I’m trying my 
hardest.” 

Originally from Coventry, Gavin 
was 14 when he caught a cold that he 
couldn’t seem to shake. “My nose 
was blocked, and it wouldn’t go 
away,” he recalls. “It was actually on 
my birthday that I went to the 
doctor: she thought it was just an 
infection.” 

The sprays and drops prescribed 
didn’t work, and Gavin began to 


have other mysterious symptoms. “I 
was getting very tired,” he says. “I 
was coming home from school and 
going straight to bed and sleeping. I 
was losing weight too -1 used to be 
quite chunky.” 

Eventually Gavin was referred to 
an ear, nose and throat specialist, 
and was diagnosed - wrongly - with 
angiofibroma, a benign tumour that 
could be removed with surgery. 

“I wasn’t too worried because I 
didn’t really understand what the 
operation would entail until later on. 
At that point I just wanted to be rid 
of whatever it was. But scans showed 
it was quite large, and was pushing 
on the bottom of my skull, near the 
brain. Then it started pushing on 
nerves in my face, so I had 
excruciating toothache and 
headaches, and it caused half my 
face to go numb. I was vomiting too 
- it was really frightening.” 

By this point, Gavin’s weight was 
dangerously low. He was admitted to 
hospital, yet even then, doctors still 
believed the tumour was benign: 
“but they could tell something was 
wrong, because I’d started to get 
secondary tumours the size of golf 
balls on both sides of my neck. When 
my surgeon saw me he did a double- 
take.” 

The surgeon operated to take a 
sample for analysis: two nights later, 
Gavin stopped breathing. 

“The tumour had pushed down on 
my palate, so the space I was 
breathing through was smaller than 
the width of a biro,” he explains. 
“Luckily my dad was there and he 


pressed the emergency button.” 

When the test results came back, 
the prognosis was poor: Gavin had 
lymphoma - an aggressive cancer of 
the white blood cells - and was 
immediately transferred to the 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital. 

“I slipped into a depression. I guess 
it was the shock of everything. It 
sounds horrible, but when you go 
into a ward and you see lots of kids 
with bald heads, it really hits you. 
Normally cancer patients can adjust 
gradually, but I was dropped right 
into the middle of it.” 

On top of the depression, Gavin 
had to live with the side-effects of 
the treatment: mouth ulcers, 
diarrhoea, sickness and headaches 
became part of everyday life: “It was 
like the worst flu you could 
imagine,” he says. 

By now, he had dropped from 11 
stone to just four-and-a-half stone, 
and could no longer walk, “and I 
didn’t want any of my friends to 
come and see me, because I was so 
self-conscious. But I started to 
respond really well to the 
chemotherapy, and the tumour 
shrank quite rapidly. I could breathe 
again.” 

After 12 weeks, Gavin was finally 
released. Too ill to go back to school, 
he spent the next few months 
dividing his time between home and 
hospital. 

Eventually he felt well enough to 
see one of his friends again, “and 
Tom was really awesome. He just 
spent time with me, playing pool or 
playing on computer games. We

didn’t really talk about it - it was like 
escapism.” 

But before long, Gavin faced more bad 
news: “They did another scan and found 
there was still some tumour remaining. 
The doctor said ‘there’s nothing else that 
we can throw at the tumour now, that’s 
everything, but we can work to make you 
as comfortable as possible’. They were 
basically saying I was going to die. 

“We went home, and prayed, and the 
next week they called me back and they 
said they’d decided to go ahead with the 
treatment anyway, just in case what they 
were seeing on the scan was scar tissue.” 

Gavin was given stem cell transplant, 
which meant a six-week stay in hospital: 
“That wiped me out. But then we got a 
dog, a mongrel called Sandy, so that was 
what kept me going through the last few 
weeks of my treatment - reading books on 
how to train your dog! She was a big part 
of getting me walking and exercising 
again. 

“At that point I was starting to feel 
better, and I went to see my friends. They 
had their Year 11 leavers’ ball and invited 
me to that, and at first I really didn’t want 
to go, because of my bald head. It was 
probably one of the hardest things I’ve 
done, and I felt very exposed, seeing all 
those people - you become quite insular 
because during treatment you’re used to 
seeing the same people every day. But it 
made me feel stronger because I did it.” 

Soon after, Gavin and his parents had a 
meeting with the school: he was 
encouraged to skip his GCSEs, other than 
maths and English, and concentrate on 
starting his A-levels. Yet within a 
fortnight of returning to school, Gavin 
had yet another setback. 

“My doctors called to say the results of 
the scan didn’t look good, and I’d have to 
have more radiotherapy. But because I 
was more positive at this stage, I made a 
sign - more for my parents than me - to 
stick on my wall. It said: ‘Anything else 
that the world throws at me can only 
strengthen my resolve to cure cancer’, 
and that was my philosophy.” 

Gavin completed a six-week course of 
radiotherapy, and returned to school after 
the October half term, by now determined 
to pursue a scientific career. 


“During the depression I remember 
thinking ‘why is this happening to me?’ 
And I came to the point where I thought 
well, it’s happened, and I guess it’s what 
you do because of that that’s important. 
That’s when I decided I wanted to help 
our understanding of cancer, so that 
patients don’t have to suffer as much.” 

And, says Gavin, he wasn’t just 
influenced by what he personally went 
through: “There was a 6-year-old lad on 
the ward called Lewis. His mum was 
lovely: she was quite a large lady, and she 
used to say ‘whenever you feel down, just 
imagine me in a polka-dot bikini’,” he 
grins. 

“Lewis had leukaemia, and while I was 
there he went into remission, then he 
relapsed. He had an underlying condition 
that they didn’t know he had, and it 
caused him to lose his eye, and then he 
had breathing problems. Eventually he 
passed away,” says Gavin quietly. “So that 
was a part of it too.” 

After sailing through his A-levels, Gavin 
went to Durham University to read cell 
biology. It was here that he was bitten by 
the running bug: “I wanted to go for 
walks to relax, but there wasn’t enough 
time because of all the work! So I decided 
to do running instead.” He’s since 
completed four half marathons - and now 
it’s time for the big one. 

“Because of what I’d said to the physio, it 
was something I’d always had in the back 
of my mind. And last year was the first 
time I’d felt fitter than I was before I got ill, 
so I thought now was the best time.” 

Today, physical reminders of Gavin’s 
cancer linger: a tingling numbness in his 
face, near constant indigestion caused by 
damage to his stomach lining, and 
doctors suspect he’ll have thyroid 
problems. Yet, although he continues to 
have yearly check-ups, he stays positive. 

And what of the sign on his wall that 
spells out his commitment to curing 
cancer? “It’s a bit yellow, but it’s still 
there,” he smiles. “It’s a big challenge, but 
I’ll either do it - or die trying.”

THE ODD LIFE OF TIMOTHY GREEN 
(U, 105 MINS) 

THE Odd Life Of Timothy Green is 
a heartfelt and occasionally cloying 
fable that asks you to buy into 
its fantastical premise without 
any intention of tethering the 
underlying themes of parenthood 
and selflessness to reality. 

Writer-director Peter Hedges 
has an impressive track record for 
intimate ensemble pieces, including 
What's Eating Gilbert Grape, Pieces 
Of April and Dan In Real Life. 

His latest film might not soar to 
those giddy heights but it is still 
life-affirming and moving, wringing 
copious tears courtesy of a stellar 
performance from young actor CJ 
Adams in the title role. 

As long as you accept Hedges's 
version of events, his film possesses 
undeniable sweetness and charm. 

Once you probe the kinks in the 
script, such as how a boy can grow 
from the earth or why an entire 
close-knit town readily accepts this 
magical child, the spell is quickly 
broken. 

Jim Green (Joel Edgerton) and 
his wife Cindy (Jennifer Garner) 
live in the North Carolina town 
of Stanleyville, which is proudly 
known as the pencil capital of the 
world. 

Alas, pencils are out of fashion 
and the town is teetering on the 
brink of financial ruin, which could 


see factory worker Jim out of work 
in the very near future. 

More than anything, Jim and 
Cindy want a child but they are 
unable to conceive. So one night, 
they decide to write down the 
characteristics of their perfect child 
and then bury the box containing 
these pieces of paper in their back 
garden. 

A freak thunder storm leads to 
the blossoming of a boy called 
Timothy (CJ Adams), who has plant 
leaves growing out of his legs. 

They happily introduce the boy to 
their dysfunctional family, which 
includes Jim's domineering father 
Big Jim (David Morse) and Cindy's 
sister Brenda (Rosemarie DeWitt). 

Timothy is a loving, caring 
innocent who touches the hearts of 


everyone he meets, even Cindy's 
self-obsessed boss, Bernice (Dianne 
Wiest). He is especially drawn to a 
girl called Joni (Odeya Rush), who 
possesses an infectious lust for life. 

Their tender friendship plays out 
as Jim and Cindy learn more about 
Timothy and the reason he has 
taken root in their humdrum lives. 

Anchored by Adams's unforced 
and emotionally genuine 
performance, The Odd Life Of 
Timothy Green is a rarity - a family 
film that should appeal to almost 
every age group. 

Characters are well drawn and 
colourfully embodied by the strong 
supporting cast, including Edgerton 
and Garner as parents who think 
their dreams have been answered 
with a miracle.

wildflower? 


WILDFLOWERS are back in fashion, 
according to reports on their sales. 

In the past year, sales of UK 
wildflower seeds have increased 
by 60%, thanks partly to renewed 
interest fuelled by the stunning 
wildflower meadows at the 
Olympic Park in 2012. 

The combined elements of eye¬ 
catching visual impact, ecological 
awareness and wildlife value have 
fuelled sales of wildflower seeds 
among many of the main seed 
companies, including Thompson 
& Morgan, Suttons and Mr 
Fothergill's. 

With this in mind, the Royal 
Horticultural Society (RHS) is 
playing its part during National 
Gardening Week (April 15-21) 
as its gardens across the country 
host talks, demonstrations and 
events to get gardeners growing 
wildflowers. 

Young gardeners will be 
encouraged to get their hands dirty 
and learn how to sow their own 
mini-wildflower meadow, perfect 
for attracting birds, bugs and

creepy crawlies of all types. 

More experienced gardeners can 
find out how to support the wildlife 
in their gardens through a range of 
talks and interactive workshops on 
beekeeping, managing meadows 
and more. 

Ian LeGros, curator at RHS 
Garden Hyde Hall in Essex, 
explains: "Wildflowers are 
currently going through a massive 
boom in popularity and are set 
to be one of the big trends for 
amateur gardening in 2013. 

"They are easy to plant and 
maintain, provide much needed 


habitats for wildlife and are 
valuable sources of nectar 
and pollen for bees and other 
pollinators." 

He offers the following tips to 
those who want to follow the 
wildflower fashion: 

■ Choose seed carefully. 
Wildflowers are easy to grow 
but, like all plants, need the right 
conditions if they are to thrive. 

■ Poor soil? Look to perennials. 

If you have poor soil perennial 
wildflowers will do very well as 
there will be fewer grasses for 
them to compete with. 

■ Go mad with colour. If you have 
well-cultivated soil, annuals such 
as cornflowers, corn poppies, corn 
marigolds and corncockles will do 
well. 

■ Time of sowing a meadow 
is important. An annual seed 
mix containing cornflowers and 
poppies will do better if sown in 
the autumn, while corn marigolds 
prefer a spring sowing.
